Claims 1-5 of the invention meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), 
because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest any of the embodiment as 
specifically set forth in the claims. 

More specifically, none of the prior art teaches or fairly suggests the claimed 
method for automatically setting a frequency of a base station in a CDMA system of 

*^where the system comprises a block of base station status management (BBSM) for 
controlling and managing digital units, and a block of RF control(BRFC) for 
automatically setting a RF frequency, said method comprises a step of : 
requesting RF configuration data; 

transmitting the frequency configuration data to the BRFC; 

setting the frequency of the base station on the basis of the frequency configuration 
information. 

Claims 1-5 meet the Criteria of PCT Article 33(4), lA, because the invention can be 
used in the industry. 
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
